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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As recited in 
the ( sole ) independent claim 1 , the present invention calls for a micro-mirror element 
comprising features very similar to those laid out in independent claims 1 and 2 of 
Soneda et ar992 ( having common inventors ). However, the present invention is not 
interested in second frame and second torsion bars to be part of the subject matter 
claimed. Instead, a detector for detecting a pivot angle of the mirror portion is introduced 
in the present subject matter claimed. The latter added feature is not seen as an 
obvious expedient in the art. Therefore, an obviousness-type double patenting issue 
cannot be established.
